Area TVuers will be able to watch the world famous Kentucky 
Derby classic this year - it will be aired next Saturday, 

May 2, starting at 5:00 pm, over channels 4,5 and 6. There 
will be fifteen minutes of interviews and color, followed 
by the actual race at 5:15, It will be Red Cross Day at 
Churchill Downs and the rights fee for the broadcast of the 
event will be turned over to that organization,*.
